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INTRODUCTION 



The primary objedt of this work is to exhibit a method of 
'pointing' by means of which any Psalm may be sung to any Tone. 
Where the use of Antiphons is retained, ( as e.g. in the Ser- 
vices of Religious Communities,) some such system is obviously 
necessary, since the melody of the Antiphon determines the 
Tone and Ending of the Psalm. It is also thought that Quire- 
masters will find it an advantage to be able to vary the Tones 
and Endings at their own discretion. 

The method of pointing here adopted consists in the em- 
ployment of the figures I — 8, answering to each of the eight 
Tones. These figures are respectively placed over the syllable 
on which the Mediation or Ending of the corresponding Tone 
begins, /. e. the syllable on which the Dominant or Reciting- 
note is left. When the Tone of the Psalm has been once fixed, 
the singers must confine their attention to its corresponding 
figure in each half of the verse,* all the other figures being, for the 
time, disregarded. 

The principles on which the pointing is regulated are based 
on the examples found in the Sarum MSS., and are substantially 
the same as those given in the works of the Benedictine Fathers 
of Solesmes, to which the reader who is desirous of further in- 
formation on the subject is referred. t 

The forms of the Tones, with the order of their Endings, are 
from the Sarum Tonale. X

The note-groups in the above list are merely representations 
of the original 'neums', and in no case does the form of a note 
indicate either its force or duration. Thus the tailed note is 
not, in itself, a long, nor the lozenge a short note. 

In every group, whether ascending or descending, it is the 
initial note, which receives the iftus or impulse of the voice ; and 
from it the second and following notes should flow, in smooth 
and connected succession. This initial note is not necessarily 
an accented one : like the single note ( punftum ) mentioned 
above, its force depends upon the syllable to which it is allied. 

The final note of a group is never prolonged, except it occur 
at the close of the Mediation or of the Ending. Under these 
circumstances, if the group consists of two notes only, (podatus 
or ciivis), both should be slightly retarded. In the case of 
longer groups, such as the Torculus or O^macus, it will gene- 
rally be sufficient to prolong the last note only. But in the 
composite groups, the rallentando should begin on the penul- 
timate note, as though they were written fl fr |

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It will be seen from the fore-going Table that the structure of 
the Psalm-Tones consists of four members, (i) the Intonation, 
(2) the Dominant or Reciting-note, which appears in either half 
of the verse, (3) the {Mediation, or inflexion which immediately 
precedes the colon, & (4) the Ending, or inflexion which con- 
cludes the Tone. We propose to speak of each of these separately. 

THE INTONATION 

The Intonation, according to the Sarum Quire-books, would 
seem to have been used on Feasts and Ferias alike. In the 
Psalms it occurred in the first verse only ; though when two or 
more Psalms were sung under the same Antiphon (and conse- 
quently to the same Tone and ending), they were treated as 
one, and the Intonation was not repeated. In the case of 
Henediftus and {Magnificat the Intonation took a more ornate 
form,* and was used in every verse. The other Canticles t 
were treated as the Psalms. 

As the Intonation of the Psalm-Tones is in all cases X strictly 
syllabic, (vide Table of Tones,) it is evident, that whenever the 
number of syllables in the first verse of a Psalm is not sufficient 
for the Intonation and Mediation to be sung in their entirety, 
one or other of these must be suppressed, either wholly or in 
part. We subjoin an exhaustive list of examples of these ex- 
ceptional cases : — 



* Except in Tone V. 

•f i. e. Benedicite, Sluicunque and Nunc Dimittiu Vemte was never sung to a 
Psalm-tone, except on the Feast of Epiphany when it came in the course of the 
Psalms at Mattins. At all other times it was chanted to its own proper Tones. 
(Some of these have been adapted to English words by the Editor of this work.) 
Te Dium, being a Hymn, was never subjected to the rules of Psalmody at all, 
but was always sung to its own traditional musiclc. 

| The Pcngrtne Tone, being a nondescript melody, and no part of the original

If Tone IV be used for any Psalm in Tables (b ), (c) or (d), 
it will be necessary to omit the Intonation altogether. 

It must be remembered that all the examples in the above 
Tables are pointed in the Psalter itself with a view to the 
{Mediation only. 

THE DOMINANT 

The Dominant or Reciting-note is that note to which all 
syllables in both parts of the verse are sung, which do not enter 
into the Intonation, Mediation or Ending. The greatest care 
is necessary to preserve a smooth, even and deliberate recitation 
upon this note, with due regard to the laws of good reading. 
No pause should be made in either half of the verse unless a 
semicolon occurs, or a break in the sense, which latter is usually 
signalized by a bar. 

THE MEDIATION 

The Mediation is the inflexion which immediately precedes 
the colon, or division of the verse. There are eight Mediations, 
one for each Tone*. Two of these, viz : I and VI, have no 
essential accent, the first note (g) of the mediation being always 
sung to the penultimate syllable, whether accented or not, e. g.

Each of these Mediations has, besides its ordinary or normal 
form, an exceptional or abrupt method of treatment. 

In Mediations of one accent this abrupt form is used whenever 
the syllable immediately before the colon is either a monosylla- 
ble, or the final syllable of an iambic, anapaestic or Hebrew word. 

In Mediations of two accents the abrupt form is used when- 
ever there is an insufficient number of syllables, or when a pre- 
ponderant syllable occurs in the ante-penultimate place. 

The practical working of these will be seen from the following 
Tables. The blank note o is used, both here and elsewhere, to 
indicate the treatment of redundant syllables.

THE ENDING 

The Ending, or Difference, is the inflexion which concludes 
the Tone. There are 41 endings in the Sarum Tonale*. Two 
of these, IV. 7 & 9, have no essential accent, the first note (g) or 
the ending always falling on the penultimate syllable, whether 
accented or not, e : g :

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The Irregular or Teregrine Tone, though not, correctly speak- 
ing, a Gregorian melody, is included in the Tcnale under the 
head of Tone VIII. Owing to the complex nature of its end- 
ing, it requires to be noted throughout to the Psalm or Canticle 
with which it is to be used (Cf> pp. 244-248). It is therefore 
unnecessary to give examples of its treatment. 

N.B. A full point to the left of the figures 4, 6 or 8, in the 
second part of a verse, will occasionally be met with in the course 
of the Psalter, {e.g. Pss. iv. v. 3, and cxiii. v. 6). Where this 
occurs, it will be found necessary, or at least desirable, to prefix 
the reciting-note to the first note of the Ending. 

OBSERVATIONS ON THE ENDINGS 

It has been already stated that originally not only the Tone, 
but the Ending also, was determined by the Antiphon. 

In these days, when Antiphons are not in general use, and the 
choice of a Tone and Ending is left to the discretion of the 
Precentor, a few words of caution seem to be required. 

It may be laid down as a rule, that the simplest Endings are 
the best for the Psalms. The more ornate forms may well be 
restricted to the Gospel Canticles. Moreover, amongst these 
ornate Endings are a few which have such a lack of 'finality' 
that they cannot under any circumstances be recommended for 
general use. Such are I. 7, III. 3, IV. 2 & 3, and VIII. 4. 
These are examples of what is called epitkesis or 'addition'. 
They are, in fact, extensions, of simpler forms, and are intended 
to meet or 'dovetail into' the opening phrase of some particular 
Antiphon. 

For instance, I. 7 is merely an extension of I. 5, and was 
originally intended to be used only with Antiphons which began 
with a phrase like this :-

These, with the other Endings mentioned above, undoubtedly 
belong to an early period, when the Antiphon was sung alter- 
nately with every verse of the Psalm. But, besides these, there 
are other instances of ep'ithesis, such as I. 6, IV. 5 and V. 2, 
which may be quite legitimately, if sparingly, used. 



HINTS FOR CHANTING 

1. Remember that the words are of the first importance. 

2. Do not mistake accent for duration, decent is merely the 
additional force or impulse of the voice given to a particular 
syllable, and never involves a lengthening of that syllable. 

3. In chanting, remember that no syllable, however strong, 
should be prolonged, (except the final syllables of the Mediation 
and Ending, which should be slightly and softly sustained), and 
that no syllable, however weak, should be clipped. Some syllables 
have more weight than others, and consequently take a little 
more time to articulate ; but, this being duly allowed for, the 
recitation should be as even, and the syllables as nearly equal 
in duration, as possible. Any tendency to measured rhythm, 
such as that of a dotted crotchet followed by a quaver, must be 
sedulously avoided. 

4. In both Mediation and Ending let the syllable which takes 
the final musical accent be slightly retarded, (where it will bear

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it), preparatory to the pause which follows at the colon and the 
full point. 

5. The pause at the colon should be a very marked one, (about 
two seconds), in order that the voices may all begin the second 
portion of the verse together. The pause at the full point 
should be about half the duration of that at the colon. 

6. All Hebrew words should be pronounced more Romano.

There seems to be no ancient authority for singing the Cjloria 
Tatri at the end of Psalms and Canticles by the full choir, and 
it is certainly not contemplated by the Rubrick which occurs 
after Venite in the Book of Common Prayer. 

The "Annexed Copy of the Sealed Book" has been followed 
in this work, both for the text, and for the division of the verses.
